The eablegram was sent, and it had the desired re- 
sult, as we know, There was no objection to the 
publication in’ American, and especially in Spanish 
papers, of the intention of the Navy Department to 
send a squadron across the Atlantic under the com- 
mand of Commodore Watson, Camara, having paid a 
heavy toll to pass through Suez, passed back again, and 
thus, by the foresight of the admiral, bloodshed and 
enough vessels for the nucleus of a new Spanish navy 
were spared, Meantime he had decided what he would 
do if Camara came. 

‘‘Supposing I were to sail out of the bay, and leave 
you and your force to your own resources for a few 
days, what would you do?”? he asked Major-General 
Anderson, 

“Take thirty days’ rations, go to the mountains, 
build trenches and be perfectly comfortable,’’ was 
the reply. 

**As Camara will arrive two or three days before the 
Vonterey, and I need her,’’ was the reply, ‘I shall sail 
westward to meet her, and then return to meet the 





enemy.”” 

Though inferior in weight of metal to Camara’s 
squadron, there could have been little doubt of the 
result if he had faced Camara without the Monterey’s 
assistance, A victory without the Monterey would 
have meant more glory for his command than victory 
with the Monterey. But a victory without the Jflon- 
terey might have entailed more loss of life and more 
damage to our vessels than otherwise, As the admiral 
understands the art of war, it is not brilliant deeds for 
their own sake, but to do the enemy much harm with 
as little injury and as much advantage as possible to 
yourseif, 

This, then, is essentially all that the admiral has done 
for his country. But it is more than any other soldier 
or sailor has done for the United States since the Civil 
War; and it is because it was done with such apparent 
ease that there is still room for the importance of it to 
crow upon us, 

Although he has never dropped a word on the sub- 
ject himself, his officers are convineed that if the ad- 
al tactics 


miral had been in supreme direction of its 





the war would have been at an end long before it was. 


They are of the admiral’s school; they have absorbed 


his spirit without knowing how they came by it; they 
laugh at the absurdity of energy wasted in guarding the 
coast of Maine. The admiral would have gone to the 
coast of Spain at once, they say. 

Not in this connection, but in another I have heard 
him say: 

“It is scarcely to be expected that a once great 
nation that has been on the defensive for two hundred 
years would take the offensive, ”’ 

Dewey’s school is the school of Farragut. Far- 
ragut’s lieutenant still serves under his old mas- 
ter. 

“T remember him saying once,” the admiral re 
“that, however anxious you might be yourself, it was 
likely that the enemy was equally, if not more, anx 
ious. Strike him first; put him on the defensive, and 
you have the advantage.”’ 

Except that Farragut’s theory has been proved right 
in all great naval campaigns, there is no reason why all 


our naval commanders should come from the same mold; 
least of all that they should look alike, But those who 
know the admiral, and have paused in passing to rest 
their eyes for a moment on St. Gauden’s statue of 
Farragut in Madison Square, must have been struck 
by the facial resemblance of the two greatest heroes 
of our navy. 

We have become so familiar with the stereotype 
photograph of the admiral, published on all ids 
immediately after his victory, that I fear the first im 
pression has Jeft no room in our minds for the finer 
and stronger looking admiral of reality. This photo- 
graph was taken in Washington, when he was poorer 
in health and much poorer in flesh than he is now. 
Doubtless the intentions of the man who made it were 
entirely honorable. He might have done worse. He 
might have posed the admiral looking directly into the 
lens, in the manner of a doll-faced actress. Then we

APLES extended a royal weleome to Admiral 
Dewey on the oceasion of the Olympia’s visit 
to that city, In view of the speculations recently 
indulged in as to the probable attitude of Italy toward 
the United States (and incidentally toward the admiral), 
because of the regrettable Talulah lynehings, the occa- 
sion was significant. The Olympia reached Naples 
Saturday morning, August 5, with Admiral Dewey on 
board, As the cruiser entered the harbor salutes 
were exchanged with the shore batteries and the 
Italian warships in the harbor. During the day 
Admiral Dewey was visited by United States Consul- 
General Hector de Castro, the vice-consul, Mr. Wood, 
Mr. Iddings, secretary of the United States embassy at 
tome, and Mr. Carson, also of the embassy.
